The gold gambling in New York has produced an
nueasy fecling with regard toall finanelal affuirs
in Amersicn, and has cansed the business in
United States bonds to be mnch restrieted,  Itis
stated to he a matter of universal sarprise thot
Mr. Boutwell should think such o moment op-
portune to meditate a reduction ol the Interest
of the debt by free conversion. “Everybody
would accept his offer of relmbursement and re-
turn to the old investments in South Gorman
stogk, now at @i for the four-and-u-hall per
cents,, which were at 1H@ 106 when American
bonds were first introduced into this country.’
